EAR HILL COMMUNITY PRIMARY SCHCOL 

Recently it has been my privilege to visit the many industrial units on the 
village in order to spread the gospel of the community school and offer to 
them, also, the use of the facilities which you, as residents, already enjoy. 
I was pleasantly surprised at the warmth of the welcome I received and the 
willingness of the management of the various companies to identify themselves 
as. part of the Bar hill community. iis a result cf this exercise a Jobs 
Vacancies Board has been provided by your Community School (as part of 
the School notice board by the path at the front of the school) to advertise 
local vacancies and it is hoped that this may be of real benefit to both 
residents and employers in the village. 


This month sees the start of another short course ai the school. The subject 
this time is FLOWER ARRANGING and starts on Thursday 15th March, and 
runs for five weeks. The course fee is £5 and it is hoped that this 
ridiculously low figure will encourage a good number of you to attend and

The Karate Club who use the school two nights 2 week and provide a valuable 
facility for both sexes and all ages in the village, are holding a day long 
meeting at the school in the near future when the Bar Hill Club host members
